Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the at least one marker 
disposed at the catheter tip (claim 21) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 12-13, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sugiyama et al. ( EP 0 597 506). 

Sugiyama et al. disclose a catheter having a balloon , an outer tube, inner tube 
and radiopaque coil markers 14. See figures 1 and 13 and columns 12, lines 12-37. 

Claims 12-13, 16,18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Enger ( US 6,129,708). 

Enger discloses a balloon catheter having a radiopaque marker 35, which is 
covered by a thin tube like cover/sleeve 37. See figure 8 and col. 5, lines 55-65. 
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Claims 12-14,17,19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Omaleki et al. ( US 2002/0007146 or 6,500147). 

See figures 5, 7-8. See pages 5-8 of the publication or columns 8-14 of the 
patent. Omaleki et al. discloses a balloon with radiopaque coil wires, which are 
overlapping. 

Claims 12-13, 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Leeetal. (US6.520.934B1). 

Lee et al. discloses a coiled wire that is embedded in the catheter shaft and a 
polymer coating/ thin tube like cover. See figures 1-7, especially fig. 5 and col. 3, lines 
21 to col. 4, line 50.
